Bids Cause Complaint 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening for what was 
assumed would be an uneventful 
meeting. However, a bid opening 
brought a challenge from a local 
electrical contractor that the city 
wasn't complying with the law. The 
matter remained unsettled at the 


close of the meeting. 

The city was opening bids on 
installation of a new heating and 
cooling system at the senior citizens 
building ‘ocated in the old city hall. 
One bidde:. Harold Spicer of Spicer 
Plumbing and Electric, produced a 
small printed booklet he described as 
containing the names of all firms 
licensed by the State of Alabama to 
do business within the state. He said 
that upon passage of the law, 
contractors in business for the past 
two years could get the license by 
just paying the fee, but after then 
everyone would take the test. He 
noted his firm was the only one in 
this area listed in the book published 
by the state as having the license. 
Spicer said, ‘'tf the law is going to be 
the law, let's enforce it."’ 

Only two bids were received on 
the project - Spicer’s and one from 
Tucker Electric. Tucker was low 
bidder with a bid of $4258 and Spicer 
bid $4647.40, After the bid opening 
councilmen expressed confusion as 
to their proper position on the 
matter. They ultimately agreed to 
close the bidding to any additional 
bidders and to call a special meeting 
to decide the proper bid winner as 
soon as Mayor English could check 
the legality of the matter. 

Spicer said he wasn't opposing 
Tucker, he just wanted the law 
enforced. ‘In fact you can give him 
this bid immediately as far as | am 
concerned. That is how much 
respect I have for the man and his 
ability.”’ 

Councilman Sonny Inman made 
the motion to settle the matter in a 
special meeting It passed 
unanimously. 

Spicer also noted that Alabama 
law required the city te hire a 
building inspector to inspext all new 
construction and SC ABlina, 
insuring they meet the minimum 
standards. 


In other action the council heard 


Police Chief John White tell the 
council that both the front door and 
the air conditioning unit needed 


about $300 of repairs. 

Also the council rescinded a 
motion made at the last meeting to 
close a platted street that had never 
actually been opened. The street 
between David Stokes’ and Curtis 
Smith had been closed under the 
assumption that the above two men 
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were the only affected property 
owners. However, Roland Powell 
approached the council and pointed 
out that he had property that could 
be adversely affected.

It is time to change our clocks again. Saturday night most of the nation goes 
onto daylight saving time for the summer. The trick is to remember to 
**spring forward’’ in spring. This means we will get up an hour earlier if we 
rise by the sun. . . I think. 


West Coffee County was hit by a rash of wrecks this past weekend. Any 
wreck is serious for those involved, but by far the most serious by any 
measure was the two-car accident on 84 East Sunday afternoon that claimed 
two lives and hospital’zed three others - two in critical condition. We have 
sympathy for the family of any wreck victim, but from all reports of law 
officers, the driver that caused this wreck was the type person who should 
never be allowed to drive on the public highways. He was involved in a wreck 
a year or so ago that left another Elba man dead, and was charged in that 
case. To say he got what he deserved would be wrong and bad off-base, but 
we would strongly support action that gets people prone to cause these 


accidents off the highways permanently. 


For many years we have read about and heard of something called the “‘lost 
books of the Bible’’. Our understanding was that they didn't seem to fit the 
thoughts of the other parts of the Bible and therefore the Church had many 
years ago decided they were not really part of the Bible. We didn’t fully 
understand this and were further intrigued by reports that many of these 
covered the years in Jesus’ life not mentioned in our King James version of 
the Bible. This kept bothering us until several weeks ago when we received 
some mail offering to sell copies of these ‘‘lost books’’ at a discount, and we 
ordered a copy. It has been here several days and we haven't gotten a chance 
to read any of it, but we will soon. We haven't asked any of the local 
preachers if it was alright for us to read this book, and if you see them 
walking in front of our office with picket signs (the book is at the office) then 
you can probably look out back and see me starting a bonfire with the book. 
Whatever happens, I hope to satisfy my nosey mind before losing the book. 


Well it rained Easter Sunday. Those of you who, like the Cox family, attend 
those traditional Easter picnics, got your party cut short. I wolfed down some 
dumplings, roast and some chocolate pie while standing under a leafy tree 
that shed most of the water for a while. We realized it wasn’t going to be a 
light shower about then and headed for the hills, but not before a lot of 
children got soaking wet. 


A friend noted Sunday night that they were surprised to see this country boy 
in church Sunday morning for sunrise services. Well, we have been 
attending those services about sixty or seventy percent of the time since they 
were started on a regular basis at that Baptist church called Westside and 
didn’t let the misty rain stop us this year. We smiled and explained that 
going that early was like getting up to go fishing while actually we slept later 
to be at those services. The real truth is that none of the Sunday papers has 
arrived by that time to distract our attention from the religious services. 


While we are ‘‘churching”’ let it be noted that another lawsuit has been filed 
about prayer at schools. Now someone (or group) doesn't want a school 
somewhere to schedule a prayer during graduation services. All we can say 
is that those who are opposing the prayer should spend some time in a 
foxhole during wartime. We understand there are no non-believers when the 
rockets are exploding around you and the tracer bullets are flashing 
by overhead. 

Car tags are now going to cost an additional $10 a year. This bill was 
originally introduced by our Senator Crum Foshee *‘to help law officers’’ by 
adding the second tag back to automobiles.

Letter To The Editor 


Dear Editor: 

In July 1983, the State 
Legislature passed a tough “‘Drunk 
Driving’’ law. No doubt this law is 
one of the best pieces of legislature 
that has been passed in a long time. 
Unfortunately, 8 senators out of 11 
serving on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee voted recently for a bill 
that would weaken the existing 
drunk driving law if passed by the 
full Senate. The judges would be 
given the discretion of allowing a 
first-time, drunk driving offender to 
keep his license. Under the existing 
law, the license is forfeited for 90 
days. The theory behind allowing a 
first time offender to keep his license 
is in order for that individual to drive 
to and from work and to and from 
church. , 

Senator Danny Corbett (D) 
Phenix City, Alabama, sponsor of 
this bill says, ‘‘We've seen the 
hardship that the present law has 
caused.’’ Does ‘Senator Corbett 
think that the citizens of Alabama 
are stupid? The law does not cause a 
hardship. It’s the people that drink 
too much and drive that are creating 
their own hardship. There is no 
reason or excuse for drinking and 
driving. If an individual wants to 
drink alcoholic beverages, that is his 
privilege, but.when that person 
abuses this privilege by driving 
drunk, then he needs to be relieved 
from driving. Even with the present 
law in effect since July, 1983, 
thousands of citizens have lost their 
licenses because of driving while 
intoxicated. Can we comprehend 
what would have happened had we 


not had some type of deterrent. 
Senator Corbett's actions 
make me wonder if he has a personal 
alcoholic problem and is afraid he 
may get caught driving 
to and from work or to and 
from church drunk. Furthermore, 
with all due respect to judges of this 
state, giving them the authority to 
decide who would get to keep their 
drivers license, could create a bigger 
problem. The rich and influential 
would continue to drive and the poor 
and middle-class whites and blacks 
would walk. 

Governor Wallace is fighting 
desperately and successfully to raise 
taxes on everything in order to get 
millions of dollars in federal 
matching funds for our state, and if 
Senator Corbett is successful in 
getting this drunk driving 
amendment passed, it would cost 
millions of doilars to the state of 
Alabama in federal matching funds. 
No wonder Montgomery is known as 
‘Goat Hill."’ 

Finally, I sincerely hope the other 
senators use more wisdom and act 
more responsibly than Senator 
Corbett has on this crucial piece of 
legislature. Citizens, contact the 
Senator that represents you and 
encourage them to vote against this 
amendment that would keep the 
drunks on the road.

The Damascus Baptist Church, 
located in Coffee County, Alabama, 
about 8 miles southeast of Elba and 
about 11 miles west of Enterprise, 
was constituted as a church on April 
27, 1884. The church was 
constituted with only 8 charter 
members. Elder Jesse M. Rowe 
served as moderator in the organiza- 
tion of the new church and was called 
as the first pastor. Mr. J.D. 
Parkman was the first clerk. The 
church held its first service May 25, 
1884, in a small community building. 

In 1895, the membership having 
grown and continued to increase, the 
church decided to build its own 
house of worship, which it did. Rev. 
Jesse M. Rowe was serving as 
pastor. In 1918 the old church 
building was blown down by a 
September gale or hurricane and 
another building was erected in 1920 
under the leadership of Rev. Nall. 

Sometime during these early 
years a mission was started in the 
Goodman community sponsored by 
Damascus Baptist Church and later 
became Goodman Baptist Church. In 
1950 and 1951 Rev. Charles Brewer 


was pastor and under his leader- 
ship the church realized a need and 
desire for a new and modern 
building. A building fund was 
started for this. The new building 
was erected near the old one just 
below where the present one is 
today. On July 18, 1954 the first 
services were held in the 


uncompleted auditorium. Rev. 
Herman Greer was serving as 
pastor. 


In 1961 the church was 
completely finished, and Rev. L.E. 
Pitts preached the first sermon in the 
completed church. On April 6, 1969 
the church adopted a plan to build 
the educational building under the 
leadership of Rev. Eugene Bess. 
Ground breaking for the new educa- 
tional building was held on May 29, 
1972. Rev. Frankie Lee was pastor at 
this time. The first service was held 
in the new educational building on 
March 18, 1973. In July 1973 a new 
heating and cooling system was 


installed in the auditorium of the 
church. The units being used for the 
first time on July 15. 

In May 1980 the church was in 
need of additional Sunday School 
rooms, and the loft in the front of the 
church was used for this purpose, 
making two nice rooms. Rev. Silas 
Shepard was serving as pastor. _ 

In September, 1983, the church 
was recarpeted and the pews padded 
as they are today. Sidewalks were 
poured all the way around the church 
at this time also. February of 1984 
the ladies of the church put 
shrubbery around the church and 
pastorium. Rev. Billy Sunday came 
as pastor of the church October 24, 
1982, and is now present pastor. 

Charter members ci the first 
church were Mr. and Mrs. T.J. 
Moore, Miss S.A. Moore, Mrs. M.E. 
Moore, Mr. and Mrs. G.W. Turner, 
Mr. J.D. Parkman and Miss Mattie

JOHN’S SUMMONS 
TO REPENTANCE 

In the third chapter of Luke we 
find John’s message to the people. 
Nowhere does the difference 
between John and Jesus stand out so 
clearly. Whatever the message of 
John, it was not the gospel, at least 
as we think of it. It was not good 
news -- it was news of terror. 

John had lived in the desert. The 
face of the desert was covered with 
stubble and brushwood, as dry as 
could be. Sometimes a spark set the 
face of the desert afire, and out from 
the crannies came the vipers and 
snakes, scurrying in terror from the 
flames. It was to them that John 
likened the people who came to be 
baptized. 

There was no doubt in the mind 
of the Jews that in God’s economy 
there was a _ most-favored-nation 
clause. They held that God would 
judge the nations with one standard 
and the Jews with another, and that 
a man was safe from judgment 
simply because he was a Jew. A son 
of Abraham was exempt from 
judgment; but John told them that 
racial privilege meant nothing, that 
life - not lineage was God's standard 
of judgment. 

There are three outstanding 
things about John’s message: 

Number one is that it began by 
demanding that men should share 
with one another. John’s message 
was a message which said that God 
would never count a man guiltless 
who was or is content to have too 
much while others have too little. I 
give you three examples -- the rich 
man and Lazarus, Luke 16:19;31; the 
rich fool, Luke 12:16-21; and the rich 
young ruler, Mark 10:17-22. 

Number two - it ordered a man 
not to leave his job, but to work out 
his own salvation by doing that job as 
it should be done. The basis for this 


is found in Luke 3:12-14. John told 
the tax collectors and the soldiers 
that it was a man's duty to serve God 
where God had placed him. It was 
John's conviction that nowhere could 
a man serve God better than in his 
day's work - and | would have to 
agree. 

Finally, John was quite sure that 
he was only the forerunner and not 
the Christ. The King was still to 
come and with Him there would 
come judgment. The winnowing fan 
was a great flat wooden shovel; with 
it the grain was tossed into the air, 
the heavy grain falling to the ground 
and the chaff blowing away. And 
just as the chaff was separated from 
the grain, so the King will separate 
the good from the bad, or the saved 
from the lost. So John painted a 
picture of judgment; but it was a 
judgment which a man could meet 
with confidence if he had done what 
God required -- if he had first of all 
accepted God's plan of Salvation. 
Then I think he would have dis- 
charged his duty to his neighbor and 
faithfully done his day's work. 

John was one of the world’s 
supremely effective preachers. He 
preached for action and his preach- 
ing produced action. Once a 
preacher was congratulated on a 
sermon he had preached. ‘‘Yes,"’ he 
said, ‘but what did it do?"’
